General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority  are: — 

The  M.O.H.,  Sanitary  Inspector,  District  Nurse  and  the  School  Medical  Officer.  The 
M  O  H.  is  in  charge  of  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  and  is  assisted  by  the  District  Nurse. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  which  meets  on  2nd  and  4th 
Thursdays  of  each  month,  was  477,  and  of  these  205  were  under  one  year  of  age  and  272  between  x 
and  5  years  of  age. 

Nursing  in  the  Homes. 

The  District  Nurse  attends  cases  in  the  homes  where  necessary,  except  in  infectious  cases. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  Scheme  is  under-  consideration  still,  infectious  cases  being  meantime 
nursed  in  the  homes,  or  when  conditions  are  unsuitable  are  sent  to  Scarborough  Fever  Hospital. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  North  Riding  Laboratory,  Scarborough,  undertakes  all  necessary  work. 

Hospitals. 

There  is  no  change  in  former  arrangements. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Motor  Ambulance  continues  to  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  community. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

No  Alteration  has  been  made  in  former  arrangements. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

The  water  supply  continues  to  be  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality.  Samples  are  taken 
twice  yearly  and  the  analysis  of  the  last  sample  is  as  follows:-

These  waters  are  of  very  good  quality  and  very  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  use. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Town  Sewage  is  now  adequately  dealt  with  and  extensions  have  been  carried  out  as 
detailed  in  the  Inspector’s  Report.  As  only  9  conversions  from  privies  to  W.C's.  have  been  made 
during  the  year,  there  still  remain  440  privies. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  local  stream  has  been  cleared  and  with  the  sewerage  plant  in  operation  no  pollution 
will  occur  from  town  sewage. 

Swimming  Baths. 

There  is  one  public  swimming  bath  under  the  Council’s  authority  which  is  cleansed  and 
disinfected  twice  weekly. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  440  Privies,  571  W.C's.  5  Movables,  and  9  Conversions.  The  Sanitary  Inspector 
is  steadily  pressing  for  conversions  as  the  sewerage  plant  can  adequately  deal  with  the  volume. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  dry  house  refuse  is  now  re-organised,  and  with  the  new  motor  vehicle  the 
whole  process  has  been  speeded  up  and  brought  into  line  with  modern  requirements.  Further  steps 
have  been  taken  during  the  year  to  improve  the  refuse-dump,  but  I  hope  that  the  Council  will  not 
forget  that  a  Refuse  Destructor  is  the  most  satisfactory  means  of  dealing  with  this  problem. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  was  necessary. 


Schools. 


The  Sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  of  the  schools  have  been  satisfactory.

Refuse  Collection. 

A  great  improvement  has  been  made  in  this  branch  of  the  Council’s  Work  by  the 
acquisition  of  a  motor  vehicle  which  is  properly  covered  and  specially  constructed  for  the  job.  A 
new  system  of  collection  has  also  been  adopted  which  has  greatly  reduced  the  risk  of  bins  being 
left  standing  on  footpaths  and  public  highways  for  long  periods.  Under  the  old  system  bins  were 
often  set  out  at  night  and  not  replaced  until  iate  the  following  day,  The  outlying  parts  of  the  town 
are  also  visited  now  and  several  householders  in  these  districts  have  purchased  dustbins  and  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  extended  service.  The  tip  has  also  been  kept  in  an  improved  condition. 

Slaughterhouses. 

These  show  an  improvement  as  regards  cleanliness  and  conduct,  but  one  slaughterhouse  in 
particular  is  used  by  too  many  persons,  thus  making  supervision  very  difficult.  The  condemnations 
are  dealt  with  in  tabulated  form  in  the  Medical  Officer  s  report. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk  Shops. 

Improvements  including  improved  ventilation,  lighting  and  provision  of  coolers,  have  been 
carried  out  at  nine  milk-producing  premises.  Samples  taken  during  the  year  have  been  satisfactory. 

Housing. 

The  Council  have  now  a  total  of  sixty-six  council  houses,  and  have  decided  on  the  erection 
of  further  houses  to  relieve  the  overcrowding  cases  still  existing. 

Shops. 

No  offences  have  been  revealed  in  the  inspections  so  far  as  relating  to  ventilation,  tempera¬ 
ture  and  sanitary  accommodation.

Samples  of  milk  are  obtained  and  submitted  to  analysis.  Only  one  sample  was  found  unsatisfactory 
and  the  supplier  was  advised  as  to  this  result.  Later  samples  were  proved  satisfactory. 

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

Inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods  is  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  whom  notice  of 
slaughter  is  sent.  There  are  six  slaughter-houses  which  are  inspected  periodically,  as  well  as  other 
premises  where  food  is  prepared.
